Another great mystery, one of the 


newesi, is the "red shift" of distant 
light. This has been measured recent- 
ly by Dr. Edwin Hubble, astronimer of 
Mt. Wilson, Calif., observatory;1of the 
Carnegie Institution where Einstein 
also is expected to work. 


The red shift means that extremely 


distant universes of stars on all sides 
of the earth appear to be traveling 
away from us with immense velosities. 


The greater their distances the faster 


they go. About 10,000 miles a second 
ir the highest recession velocity re- 
cently measured at Mt. Wilson. 


'Astronomers doubt whether these 


velocities are real. If they are the 
whole material universe seems to be 
expanding, and out in the direction 
of its edges the expansion is of ex- 
plosive speed. 


If they are not real velocities, some 


scientists believe they will be found to 
have an important bearing upon 'the 
laws of evolution of creation. 


Relativity is one means of working 


upon this riddle, and ,in fact, relativity 


! predicted the reddening of light, al- 
though not the astonishing speeds now 
observed. 


At Mt. Wilson also are Doctors Ed- 


ison Pettit and Seth Nicholson, who 
have measured the heat of a star that 
is 600 times fainter than the faintest 
visible to the unaided eye. 


These are a fevy of the men doing 


outstanding research at the Pacific

It will hang gn two steel cables 


weighing 43.7SO.OOO pounds from tow- 
ers 740 feet high. 


Although the Golden Gate is only 


slightly more than a mile wide the 
(bridge will stretch 8.943 feet from por- 


I tal to portal. 


I 
The central span will be 4,105 feet 


long, and 22 feet above high water at 
the center, both side spans going out 
1,100 feet each to the bridgeheads. 


Construction will require four years 


and provide employment for hundreds 
of idle men. There will be an annual 
payroll of $735,000. 


For the first time in bridge building 


a modernistic retreating type of archi- 
tecture will be employed, with verti- 
cal lines to emphasize the design. Two 
of the towers will have glass eticased 


observation platforms on top, and 
plazas at eath end. 


Towers, surmounted by aerial bea- 


cons, will bo built of a series of non- 
encased square steel cells "stopped 
off" 
to give a receding effect. 


The observation platforms provide 


a panoramic view of the Pacific, San 
Francisco baj and the cities on its 
shores. 


Ten-foot 
sidewalks, 
with 
alcove 


benches at intervals will flank a 60- 
foot roadway with six lanes for motor 
traffic and two for bus service. The 
total width will be 90 feet. 


A great circular plaza on the San 


Francisco side, with a terraced and 
landscaped escarpment, will be sur- 
rounded by a portal structure, with 
two massive pylons at the bridge 
level. 


The entire structure will be coat- 


ed with aluminum paint, while strings 
of lights will outline the full length 
of each cable at night. Plazas, por- 
lol structures, jylons and towers will 


be flood-lighted and aerial beacons 
will flash atop the towers. 


A series of electroliers will be plac- 


ed across the bridge, while anothei 
scries will extend 
along highways 


leading to and from each end. 


The war department has approved 


the plans and it is held 
that 
the 


structure will be no menace to navi- 
gation. 


Its central span will be more than 


400 feet longer than the bridge being 
built across the Hudson river near 
New York, and its cables will be ap- 
proximately three and a half feet 
thick. 


Entrance to the bridge on San Fran- 


cisco's side passes through the presidio 
and starts at Army point, tip of a long 
narrow peninsula on which S^n Fran- 
cisco is located. On the Marin side 
the bridge entrance is near Fort Bak- 
er. Interference with 
the 
military 


works will be avoided in construction 
and use of the bridge,
